means that somebody is getting 
rich out of the game, and college 
boys are being made the pawns of 
a highly organized money-getting 
system. 

This, of course, is fantastic to 


fortunately the public in general 
does not know the facts. 

If the reformers are right in 
their charge that the big-business 
aspects of football constitute a 
growing evil, it is their duty to in- 
sist that the facts be known; if 
they are wrong they have a still 
greater obligation to discharge, for 
it ig their insistence upon the 
outer appesrance of respectability 
and their unfounded hints of gross 
commercialism which have driven 
football financing and recruiting 
a dark corner. 

The astonishing thing is that 
football has remained honest ia 
spite of the reformers! 


SCHOLARSHIP AFFECTED 


The mainstay of the reformers 
seems to be the idea that boys are 
in some way being demoralized 
‘in being sought after by competing 
colleges and that there ts some- 
thing deplorable about the fact 
that football makes it easier for 
a competent and personable youth 
to get through college. 

I fail to see where this demoral- 
ization comes in. In the first 
place, if a lad gets a bit “bucko,” 
as the saying is. some hard-boiled 
coach very quickly kicks the con- 
colt out of him; I believe the fron 
discipline of the football training 
regime can be relied upon to more 
than offset any distortion of youth- 
ful egos caused by football suo- 
cess 


Furthermore, I fail to see where 
a game with $0,000 spectators its 
proportionately more demoralizi 
than a game played before 10,000, 

It is said that the tremendous 
concentration on victory and the 
exaggerated emphasis on athletics 
in general distorts the whole col- 
lege perspective, and lowers schol- 
arship attainments and standards. 
I admit a measure of truth in this, 
but only a measure. 

Coaches and graduate managers 
have realized that athletics must 
not be developed at the expense of 
scholarship, and they have bo- 
operated diligently with faculties— 
so far as faculties would let them 
—jn holding their men up to the 
standards. 

I should like to see a careful 
comparison of athletes of a decade 
ago with those of today, in schol- 
arship attainments. I do not be- 
lieve modern football would suffer 
by this showing.
